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PELLING difficulties originated with the 
alphabet, and they will lastaslong. The 
Greeks and the Romans met them, in some 
measure, by reforming the alphabet. And 
the English-speaking peoples have dealt with 
them, for the most part tardily, by spelling 
reform. But the problem has ever been with 
the schools. The old-time schoolmaster’s 
idea was to reform the young person who was 
to do the spelling. He undertook to over- 
come the mysteries in the use of the alphabet 
by the aid of birch rod and dunce cap. 
In recent years educators have concentrated 
on reform in the teaching of spelling, and 
great progress has been made. Vocabulary 
studies have helped much. But hitherto 
little attempt has been made at a psycholog- 
ical presentation of the subject—a taking 
into account, at every step, of the workings 
of the mind, and particularly of the child 
mind. That is what the authors of this series 
of spellers have done, contributing all that 
their specialized study and experience offer 
to lessen the age-old difficulties in the 
teaching of spelling. 
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AUTHORS’ FOREWORD 


In this book we have applied the psychology of learning 
and the facts of school life to the learning of spelling. 

The study of spelling in the grades should provide two 
abilities. The first is the ability to spell the four or five 
thousand words commonly used in writing. The second 
is the ability to learn the spelling of words in school and 
throughout life as one sees them when reading or at other 
times. 

The second ability is more important than the first, but 
it has been almost entirely neglected by textbooks in spell- 
ing. It depends upon an interest in words as words, espe- 
cially their spelling, and the power so to see words during 
ordinary reading that they can be remembered later as 
made up of certain letters in a certain order. In every lesson 
_ in this speller, we have had in mind this wider and more 
fundamental ability. 

The exercises which we have devised to develop greater 
interest in words and better habits of perceiving words are, 
with few exceptions, excellent also as a means of learning 
the spelling of particular words. Provision for the wider 
ability involves no sacrifice to the narrower. On the con- 
trary, pupils who do the work outlined in this speller 
may be expected to make a better showing in the number 
of words learned in school than pupils taught by the older 
methods. 

Our selection of the words to be specifically taught was 
made after a study of all counts available to date. Our 
arrangement of the words grade by grade was made in view 
of these principles: 

1. The spelling of a word should be taught before or at 


the time when the pupil needs to use it in writing. 
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2. Other things being equal, words with greater spelling 
difficulty should be taught in the later grades. 

3. Other things being equal, words should be taught 
together that belong together in thought or that facilitate 
learning by being put together. 

Our treatment of the technique of learning puts increas- 
ing responsibility on the pupils in the later grades, teaches 
general methods that are reasonable and businesslike, and 
‘provides practice in locating and attacking special diffi- 
culties, such as those caused by vowels, vowel pairs, double 
letters, and silent letters. Important general facts about 
spelling are taught, not as mere rules to be memorized, but 
as active attitudes and habits that organize and extend the 
pupils’ knowledge of particular spellings. 

The work of the teacher who uses this book as an instru- 
ment for developing ability to spell is naturally more than 
that of assigning lists of words for study and testing the 
results. A TEACHERS’ MANUAL gives adequate suggestions 
for teaching spelling in each grade, and describes fully the 
nature of the newer type of spelling exercises and the way 
to use them effectively and with economy of time. The 
Manual also contains a complete testing system. This in- 
cludes lists of words for general tests and the semiannual 
graded tests for the fifth and all higher grades.

Since this book was made for the use of children, 
it contains little that does not directly concern them. 
Full information regarding the spellers is given in a 
pamphlet, which will be sent to anyone interested 
in the structure of the series and the principles upon 
which it is based. 

The pamphlet discusses in detail the sources of 
the vocabulary, its size, and its distribution in the 
grades; the review system; the methods; the 
significance of the exercises and their use with 
economy of time; the provisions for adequate test- 
ing; and other matters of importance.

Test yourself on these words once a week. When you have 
spelled a word correctly in three tests a week apart, cross 
out the word as mastered.

SUGGESTIONS FOR STUDY 


In class discuss the methods of study you used in the 
seventh grade. Do not follow these methods, however, if 
you can learn a word thoroughly in some way that takes less 
time. Discuss also the following ten suggestions. 


1. Some words on the lists you will already know because 
you have often seen them in books and in other places. 
Whenever you find such a word, take a quick look at the 
word and then write it to test yourself. 

2. Some words are compound. If you already know the 
words that are joined to form them, take a quick look at 
the point where the words join. If neither is changed, you 
do not need to study the word. If there is any change, 
notice it, and write the word several times. 

3. Many words are derived from words you already know. 
Many hundreds of such words do not change the root word 
when a prefix or a suffix is added. Try to see at a glance 
whether the root is changed. If there is any change, notice 
in what way the root is changed and then write the word to 
fix it in your mind. Review the spelling rules beginning on 
page 148 and use them whenever they will help you. 

4. Apply all knowledge you have gained. You have 
learned, for instance, that the sound tis at the end of an 
adjective is spelled ous. This knowledge will help you to 
write adjectives like generous and curious. 
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You have learned that ance and ence at the end of a word 
sound alike, and that able and ible sound alike when they 
come at the end of a word. Train your eyes to see the end- 
ings of words like these so clearly that you will be able to 
spell them. If you forget, use the dictionary. 

5. Train yourself to see the syllables of a word at a glance, 
and to find quickly any syllable that needs study. Master 
this syllable and then write the entire word. .

APPENDIX 


USING THE EXERCISES IN. HELPFUL WAYS 


1. It may sometimes happen that you have only a few 
minutes for an exercise. Do not omit it on that account. 
If a considerable number of words are required by the 
exercise, form several groups and have each group write some 
of the words. One pupil of each group will then spell his 
words, and the other groups will decide if the words are 
_ correctly spelled. Each pupil may then check his own list. 

It is a good plan to organize the class in permanent groups 
so that no time will be wasted. Find out what you are to do 
before class time so that you can go to work promptly. 

2. Use the blackboard whenever possible. As many 
pupils as can be accommodated may write on the board. 
The pupils at their seats should find and correct all mistakes. 

Sometimes a part of the class may write on the black- 
board and the others on paper. ‘The entire class corrects 
the blackboard words, and the lists written on paper are 
then corrected by comparing with the blackboard lists. 

3. Some exercises require the writing from memory of 
lists of foods, derived words, trades, names, etc. Write for 
a few minutes and then have the pupil with the longest list 
copy it on the blackboard. Add to this list as long as any- 
one has a new word to suggest. All correct the blackboard 
list and then check the individual lists. 

4. The completion exercises sometimes contain many 
words. Divide the words among the groups, as in No. I 
above, or give orally the letters to be supplied. The entire 
class should promptly note and correct any mistakes.

Any special facts about the test are given on the page 
with the practice test. 


PROGRAM FOR GRADED-TEST WEEK | 


Monday and Tuesday. Each test begins with very easy 
words and goes on to harder and harder words. 

Write from dictation the words of the practice test, ar- 
ranging them in groups of five words each, just as is done 
in the book. Compare your work with the book. 

Score your paper in this way: In each group count 1 for 
each word that is correctly spelled and 4 for each word that 
has only one letter wrong or only one letter omitted. Write 
the score at the end of the group. Add the scores for the 
groups: ‘Thesum will be your A score for the test. The total 
number of words spelled correctly will be your B score. 

Wednesday and Thursday. Write the words of the 
second test just as you did in the practice test. Compare 
your work with the correct spellings. The words will either 
be written on the blackboard or they will be spelled aloud. 
Score your paper just as in the practice test. 

Keep a record of your score in the first half year. Try 
to gain-at least 4 points in the test of the second half year. 

If you are interested in doing so, keep all your scores for 
the fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth grades.

Appendix III 
LETTERS AND WORDS 


THE LETTERS OF THE ALPHABET. There are twenty-six 
letters. The letters are either vowels or consonants. 

The vowels are a, €,i,0,andu. Y is a vowel except when 
it is the first letter of a word or a syllable. In try, y is a 
vowel; in yet, y is a consonant. 

Every word of one syllable contains at least one vowel: 
make, find, break, found. 

Every word of more than one syllable contains at least one 
vowel in each syllable: finally, superior, undertaking. 


THE Forms oF Worps. Some words change their form in 
order to change their meaning; as book, books; deny, 
denied. 

The simplest form of a word is called the root word or the 
root; as, man, care, change, rapid. 

A prefix is one or more letters added to the beginning of 
a root; as, displease, unable, recover. 

A suffix is one or more letters added to the end of a root; 
as, deceived, government, slowly. 

A derived word is a word formed from a root by adding a 
prefix, a suffix, or both a prefix and a suffix; as, discourage, 
courageous, discouragement. 


SuUFFIXES. Some suffixes occur in many hundreds of 
common words, and there are few exceptions to the rules. 
These suffixes are ing, ed, er, est, and ful, less, ly, ment, and 
ness. Itissafe to use the rules in making derived words with 
any of these suffixes, provided you learn the few exceptions. 

Other suffixes, such as ant, ent, ance, ence, ible, and able, 
occur in fewer words, and the vowel of the suffix often makes 
the words difficult. Do not rely upon rules for spelling these 
words. ‘When in doubt, consult the dictionary. 
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RULES FOR SPELLING: PLURALS AND 
POSSESSIVES 


PLURALS OF NOUNS 


1. Most nouns add s to the singular to form the plural: 
girl, girls; governor, governors. 

2. Most nouns ending with a sound that does not unite 
with s alone, add es to form the plural: church, churches ; 
peach, peaches. Notice that the es forms a separate syllable 
in these words. 

Exceptions. Some nouns that end ino add es, even though 
o can readily unite with s. In these words the es does not 
form a separate syllable: hero, heroes; potato, potatoes. 

Notice that words relating to music add s alone: radio, 
radios; piano, pianos; solo, solos; alto, altos; soprano, 
sopranos. 

3. Nouns ending in y after a consonant change y to i and 
add es to form the plural: lady, ladies; country, countries. 

4. Some nouns ending in f or fe change f or fe to v and 
add es: shelf, shelves. The pronunciation tells whether f 
or Vv occurs in the plural: gulf, gulfs; knife, knives. 


Note. Some nouns have irregular plurals. There are 
no rules for these nouns: as, man, men; woman, women; 
ox, oxen; child, children; mouse, mice. 


POSSESSIVE FORMS 


1. Singular nouns and plural nouns that do not end in s 
form the possessive by adding an apostrophe and s: lady, 
lady’s; men, men’s. 

2. Plural nouns that end in s usually form the possessive 
by adding only an apostrophe: ladies, ladies’; boys, boys’. 


Appendix V 
GENERAL SPELLING RULES 


1. A word ending in silent e drops the e before a suffix 
beginning with a vowel: give, giving; brave, bravest. 

Exceptions. The only common exception is dyeing. The 
e is retained to avoid confusion between dyeing and dying. 

2. A word ending in silent e retains the e before a suffix 
beginning with a consonant: change, changeless; manage, 
management; sure, surely. 

Exceptions. The only common exceptions are these: 
true, truly; whole, wholly; due, duly; judge, iudgment; 
acknowledge, acknowledgment; argue, argument. 

3. A word ending in y after a consonant changes y to i 
before all suffixes except those beginning withi: cry, cried; 
early, earlier; deny, denying. 

4. A word ending in y after a vowel usually retains the 
y before any suffix: play, played; employ, employment. 

5. A word of one syllable ending in a single consonant 
after a single vowel doubles the final consonant before 
adding a suffix: hop, hopped; stop, stopped; big, biggest. 

6. A word of more than one syllable ending in a single 
consonant after a single vowel doubles the final consonant if 
the accent is on the last syllable: refer, referred. 

If the accent is not on the last syllable, the final consonant 
is usually not doubled: profit, profited; travel, traveling. 

-7. (This rule does not relate to suffixes.) This rhyme 
will help you to remember whether to use ei or ie in words: 


I before e, 

Except after c, 
Whenever the sound 
Is like € in me. 


Illustrations. receive, believe, ceiling, niece. 
Exceptions. seize, either, neither, leisure. 
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LEARNING TO USE A DICTIONARY 


Foundation steps in learning to use a dictionary 


1. Learn the alphabet. 

2. Find words in short alphabetical lists, thinking only 
of the first letter. 

3. Arrange words in lists that are alphabetical with 
reference only to the first letter. 

4. Learn to arrange words in exact alphabetical order. 

5. Find words in comparatively short lists by thinking 
of the second, third, or even the fourth letter, when necessary. 

6. Find a word in the dictionary by using the guide 
words in locating the right page. 


When these steps have been taken, the spelling of a word 
may be learned from a dictionary if the first two or three 
letters are known. The meanings of words may also be 
learned. 


Later steps in learning to use the dictionary : 


7. Discover how the dictionary helps you to pronounce 
words correctly. Learn what sounds are indicated by 4, 
a, é6, 6, 6, and the other marked vowels and consonants. 
Notice how the dictionary helps us to pronounce some 
consonant sounds. 

8. Notice that several definitions of a word are usually 
given. When finding the meaning of a word, select the 
definition that best fits the sentence in which the word 
occurs. 

9. Some dictionaries give synonyms. Notice where they 
are placed. 

Io. Examine carefully both a small and a large dictionary 
and discover what kinds of help each gives.
